Hot and muggy weather today 
added more woes to B u c k s 
County’s prolonged drought with 
only the possibility of 
imme­ 
diate relief in sight. 
A chance of 
late 
afternoon 
thundershowers 
appeared pos­ 
sible today and tomorrow, but 
the weatherman wasn’t guaran­ 
teeing any positive relief. 
From a' warm low of 66 de­ 
grees at 5 a.m., the thermome­ 
ter began a rapid climb toward 
the 90-degrce mark in our first 
taste of summer. 
By I p.m. the mercury stood 
at a blistering 88 degrees, equal, 
ling the record set on May 26, 
1957 and also matching previous 
88s this year on May 5 and IO. 
An hour later it hit 90 and was 
still going up. 
The drought continued to drop 
the Delaware River level, which 
dipped to 38 one-hundreths of 
a foot above zero at the Cal­ 
houn St. Bridge gauge in Tren­ 
ton. The river’s flow is down to 
3.300 cubic feet per second. 
To date, Lower Bucks has had 
only 54 one-hundreths of an inch 
of rain this month. Normal rain­ 
fall in May is 3.62 inches.

Co. and “gobble up” highway 
frontage on Route 130.

The millage tax rises from 
68.5 mills to 71.5. 


“ Exceptionally Good’’ 


Richard Day, president of the 
school board, called the budget 
“exceptionally good, considering 
that we’re opening’ a new high 
school.’’ He was 
referring to 
Pennsbury High School in Fair­ 
less Hills which will be opened 
in the fall. Day said the budget 
rise was due primarily to the 
new school. 


The 
total 
millage 
rate for 
Falls Township homeowners is 
now 95.2, an 
increase 
of 6.7 
mills over last year. This breaks 
down to 71.5 
for

board; 13.7 for the county which 
is an increase of 2.7, and IO for 
the township an increase of one 
mill. 


Thus, taxes for a $10,000 home 
will be $285.60 or an increase of 
$20.10 over last year.

GETTYSBURG. Pa. (UPI) - 
Few men appreciate more than 


former President Dwight D. Ei­ 
senhower how swiftly the world 
changes, particularly the ugly 
world of little wars and revolu­ 
tions. Strategy that worked a 
few' years ago will not work to­ 
day. 
Example: The Chinese Com­ 
munists agreed to meaningful 
armistice negotiations in Korea 
after they were told in 1953 that 
the new U.S. President was fed 
up with the stalemate war. Ei­ 
senhower let them know he was 
prepared to hit them with every­ 
thing in the American arsenal, 
including nuclear weapons. 
Eisenhower also saw to it that 


the 
Communists 
were 
aware 
that he was prepared to send 
planes ranging far above the 
Yalu River, knocking out Chi­ 
nese bases, electric power com­ 
plexes and vital bridges. The 
Chinese got the message and 
the 
armistice 
finally 
was 
brought about. 
On 
a 
drizzly 
morning this 
week, the tall man whose ice- 
blue eyes have seen much of 
war relaxed in a swivel chair 
behind his desk here and talked 
of crises—past, present and fu­ 
ture. 
“Would the same technique 
you used to pressure Korean 


armistice negotiations work to­ 
day in Viet Nam—would even 
an indirect threat of nuclear 
force bring Hanoi to the confer­ 
ence table?” 
He shook his head and re­ 
placed one of his three black 
desk pens in its holder. 
“ No. I don’t think so.” he 
said. “ After all. Korea was a 
long time ago and things have 
changed.” 
From the quiet calm of his 
office on the edge of the Gettys­ 
burg College campus a five min­ 
utes drive from his farm, the 
supreme Allied commander of 
World War II is not suggesting 


that this country hamstring it­ 
self 
by 
disavowing 
nuclear 
power. 
But he recognizes the nature 
of the Southeast Asian conflict, 
the lack of concentrated indus­ 
trial and military targets on the 
Red mainland and he unpredic­ 
tability of the Red Chinese lead­ 
ers with their harsh regard for 
human life. Eisenhower has no 
prescription for Viet Nam other 
than “ patience and pressure.” 
This, essentially, is the strat­ 
egy of his friend and fellow' Tex­ 
an. Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Eisenhower would abhor and 
repudiate any suggestion that 


he is trying to tell the Presi­ 
dent how to conduct foreign af­ 
fairs. But Eisenhower’s reaction 
to crises he faced in the White 
House lead inevitably to com­ 
parisons with problems of today. 
“ Undoubtedly 
my 
military 
background helped, but when 
I was in the White House I 
tidied to devote myself to the 
larger problems without becom­ 
ing bogged down in detail,” he 
said. 
“ When a commander in chief 
makes a basic decision after re­ 
ceiving the best possible infor­ 
mation, he must delegate oper­ 
ational authority to others, say 


to himself, ‘I’ve done the best 
I can,’ and then get a good 
night’s sleep. 
“You can’t stay awake all 
night worrying about every de­ 
tail and be ready to cope with 
another big one which is sure 
to hit you the next morning.’* 
“You had your share of cris­ 
es when you were in the White 
House. What were some of the 
tougher ones and how dill you 
react 
to 
them? 
Were 
there 
times when you stayed up all 
night worrying about being hit 
by an atom bomb?’ 
“ Oh, no,” he said almost lm-
